Latest Troublesome Epidemic Reported 
in Brazil, but 
Is Quickly 
Checked.

“How, th fit, siiali 
Washington.—Yellow fever was erad­ 
icated from Guayaquil in It)IU and 
from Peru in 1921. 
No cases have 
appeared in Nicaragua or Guatemala 
since 1921. 
A few noses wen* re­ 
ported from British Honduras in 1921, 
but the epidemic was rapidly and eas­ 
ily controlled, 
in Mexico control op­ 
erations were formally closed In No­ 
vember, 1923. 
No cases have been 
reported there since December, 1922, 
and the health authorities of the re­ 
public have announced that tile dis­ 
ease has been stamped out. 
The dis­ 
ease has now been eliminated from 
the west coast of South America and 
from Mexico. 
On the southern conti­ 
nent there are lint two known foci— 
ODC in Colombia, the other in northern 
Brazil—and active work is in progress 
in both, writes a bulletin of the Rock­ 
efeller foundation. 
Early in 1923 several hundred cases 
were reported at Bucnramangu, the 
capital of the state of Santander In 
Colombia. On invitation from the Co- 
lombian government experts were sent 
by the board, the diagnosis of yellow 
fever was confirmed and control meas­ 
ures were Instituted. 
The Stegomyia 
Index was rapidly rod urn od and new 
cases ceased to appear; none has been 
reported since May, 1923. 
There is 
every reason to believe that the dis­ 
ease is under control. 
The survey of 
adjoining regions lias been carefully 
and completely carried out and no 
new foci have been discovered. 
A 
serious 
epidemic 
occurred 
in 
Ceara, 
Brazil, 
from 
1921 
to 
1923, 
among borh foreigners and Brazilians. 
Occasional cases have been reported 
from Recife, the capital of the state 
•of Pernambuco. 
In Bahia the disease 
has been epidemic, and during 1923 a 
total of 157 cases were reported, with 
39 deaths. 
A feature of the Brazilian campaign 
has been the presence of Doctor No­ 
guchi during part of the year. He car­ 
ried on further research in the etiology 
of the fever, demonstrated the pres­ 
ence of Leptospira icteroldes in Bra­ 
zilian cases and showed again the val­ 
ue of the I'felffer reaction in diag­ 
nosis.

Sam Terry was a ‘qiitnvman. and 
when he died recently at: St. Francis, 
S. I)., American Legionnaires buried 
him with full military honors. 
But Samuel Mark Terry, nephew* of 
I General Tarry of Civil war and Indian 
war fame, was not the typical gnoi- 
, £dlng, wife-beating derelict who be­ 
comes a 
squawman of necessity or 
slothfulness, hated by both the Indian 
and the white man. 
When 
Terry’s 
body was lowered Into the grave at 
the Rosebud Indian Reservation cem­ 
etery, the Intoned moan of sorrow that 
went up from the red men surround­ 
ing the grave betokened a different 
type of squnwman, for these sorrow­ 
ing Indians were mourning the pass­ 
ing of a man who had spent many 
years of his life In tile United States 
army as a scout and fighter of their 
people. 
Terry was born in New York Sep­ 
tember I, 1830. Ile Joined tile United 
States army In 1858 and a gunshot 
wound 
received 
In 
tile 
<’ivil 
war 
caused him to wear a silver quai tor 
in his throat the remainder of his 
life. 
Handicapped by his wounds, Terry 
went into the west country and con­ 
tinued In government service as a 
scout and Indian fighter, 
For many 
years he evaded the whizzing arrows 
of the Sioux, only to succumb to a 
more deadly arrow flung from the bow 
of romance. 
His detachment was about to attack 
an Indian village in 18*17 with orders 
to kill every man. During the fighting 
a figure was seen moving in tile tall 
grass,

raised slowly to rid tile world of an­ 
other “red va rill It'* when Sam Terry 
suddenly grasped the barrel and or­ 
dered them to waif while he Investi­ 
gated the moving figure in the grass.

After the attack sin* followed 
Terry’s every step as a faithful dog 
follows a master, and Sam Terry was 
her master, tile gods had willed It so.

In comparison with the planet Ju p i­ 
ter, which lins be**n so prominent in 
the evening sky. the earth is a mere 
moon. 
It would take no fewer than 
VIOO garths to equal the giant bulk 
of Jupiter.

Neptune, the most distant known 
planet of the solar system, could hide 
nearly four globes like ours if the 
earths were placed in a row. for Nep­ 
tune has a diameter of 31 ,22<) miles, 
while the earth’s diameter is, approxi­ 
mately, 8,000 miles.

“Although portland cement is pro­ 
duced in 27 states, the Lehigh valley 
of Pennsylvania Ls the Pozzuoli of the 
United 
States. 
Silica, calcium and 
alumina are the necessary cement in­ 
gredients which are contained in rock 
formations ’made to order’ in this 
\ alley. 
"Crushers 
In the Lehigh 
\ alley take blasted rocks as large as 
live feet wide, three feet high and 
leu feet long and mujich them readily 
into bits. 
Other teeth grind the stone 
to powder, which Is mixed v\ itll w ater 
tu form a sloppy ‘slurry.’ 
Under air- 
pressure this is blown into the man-' 
made 
volcano, 
a 
cement 
kiln, 
the 
largest of which is half as long as an 
average city block and has a diame­ 
ter of ten feet. 
This tube is lined 
with firebrick to withstand the ter­ 
rific heat resulting from the burning 
of coal dust blown Into the kiln from 
Hie other end.
